CONCERNS OVER 
LANDFILL IMPACT

EAST Devon District Council (EDDC) says it has 
concerns over the potential long-term impact the 
proposed land infill scheme favoured by Tesco could 
have on Seaton and the surrounding area. 

The supermarket giant is aiming to kick start the 
regeneration project in the seaside resort by building an 
eco-store, fuel station, car park, retail kiosks and public 
open spaces. A second application could see a visitor 
centre, housing, hotel and leisure facilities created. 

However, the development will only go ahead if Tesco 
receive planning permission to raise the level of the land. 

Now Tesco looks set to be told to carry out an 
Environmental Impact Assessment (EIA) before the infill 
scheme is even considered. 

In a document sent to Simon Chadwick of Signet 
Planning, the agent acting on behalf of Tesco, Stephen 
Belli, development manager at EDDC, said: “It is the 
opinion of the council that there will be a requirment for 
this proposal to be subject of a formal EIA. 

“The council has had regard to the characteristics of the 
development particularly in relation to the size of the 
proposal, the potential for pollution and other possible 
nuisance. 

“The site is located in a sensitive area of coastline that is 
currently protected by World Heritage status. 

“Furthermore the site contains species which may 
potentially be adversely affected by the filling process. 
These protected species, particularly reptiles, need to be 
taken into consideration. 

“The council also has concerns about the potential 
impact on the marine environment and the potential for the 
development to have long term irreversible impacts. These 
concerns lead the council to the view that an EIA is 
required. 

“In addition, the potential construction impact both from 
on site works and the movement of lorries to and from the 
site needs to be taken into consideration.” 

The Marine Fisheries Agency may also require an EIA to 
be carried out by Tesco and Mr Belli has asked Tesco to 
submit all the relevant documents to all the relevant parties 
who will deal the licenses required by the company. 

He added: “I would like to avoid at all costs the scenario 
that the local planning authority does not have sufficient 
information to deal with the matter fully and adequately 
particularly bearing in mind the likely public interest in 
this potential application.” 

A spokesman for Tesco has said that the company is 
seeking permission to carry out a test patch to measure the 
regeneration site’s softness. Once the test has been carried 
out the spokesman added that the company would be 
looking to submit a planning application for the infill 
process in the new year.

No support for 
dog mess idea

AN Axminster town councillor 
failed to win any support for a 
proposal to get rid of dog bins in 
the district. 

Councillor Jeremy Walden mooted 
the idea as a way for East Devon 
District Council (EDDC) to save 
money. 

EDDC has announced it will have to 
make savings, and has invited town 
and parish councils to come up with 
ideas. 

Axminster town councillors 


discussed the matter during the 
authority’s December meeting. 

Councillor Walden suggested that 
EDDC should remove its dog bins, 
saying: “They cost an inordinate 
amount of money.” 

He presented two alternatives for 
dog owners should the bins be 
removed. 

The first one was to double wrap the 
dog mess and dispose of it in ordinary 
litter bins. 

The second option was to use a 
compostable bag and deposit the mess 
with food waste, which is collected 
weekly from homes by EDDC. 

But councillor Walden’s proposal 


for EDDC to remove dog bins failed at 
the first hurdle as no fellow councillor 
came forward as a seconder. 

Ways for EDDC to save money are 
expected to be discussed again by the 
town council in January. 

Cuts will have to be made, and it is a 
possibility that park maintenance, 
street cleaning, and the keeping of 
flower beds, for example, will be 
affected one way or another. 

The town council may invite 
organisations and clubs for talks to see 
if they would like to become involved 
with the keeping of flower beds 
should EDDC decide to cut or cease 
its budget for these.

Councillor finally 
gets NHS meeting 


AN Ottery St Mary town 
councillor has finally met face- 
to-face with NHS Devon 
representatives after several 
months of email contact. 

Roger Giles and Sally Slade, 
managing director of NHS Devon’s 
health and social delivery 
directorate, which runs Ottery St 
Mary Hospital, held a meeting on 
Friday, December 18th, to discuss 
the NHS winter plan and how it 
would affect Ottery hospital. 

As previously reported in this 
newspaper, Mr Giles expressed his 
concern over the temporary closure 
of seven beds at the hospital. 

He said that it was “vitally 
important” that the hospital was 
fully available for use by local 
people over the winter months. Mr 
Giles said he was also concerned 
about the financial impact the plan 
could have on patients and their 
family members, who would have 
to travel further afield to receive 
treatment. 


Mr Giles had been in email 
contact with the NHS since the end 
of October but had so far not 
received the answers he required. 

During last Friday’s meeting the 
two parties discussed the NHS plan. 

Mrs Slade said the meeting was 
constructive and agreed to provide 
Mr Giles with further information if 
it was requested. 

She said: “We had a constructive 
meeting with councillor Giles. 

“Cllr Giles originally posed more 
than 20 questions to us regarding 
the local NHS winter plan and 
Ottery St Mary Hospital. While we 
answered these, we felt that the 
several subsequent questions the 
councillor posed warranted a face- 
to-face meeting. 

“During the meeting, we 
addressed these and agreed to 
supply further documentation he 
has asked for. 

“We will continue to respond to 
Cllr Giles’ requests for 
information.”

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EDDC leader 
slams decision

THE leader of East Devon 
District Council (EDDC) has 
slammed a decision by the 
Boundary Committee to 
recommend a single unitary 
council for Devon. 

The Boundary committee 
announced their decision last week 
and this has angered district council 
representatives. 

Sara Randall Johnson, the leader of 
EDDC, said: “The only thing more 
surprising than the ridiculous single 
Devon unitary proposal is the period 
of time that the public will have to 
comment — six weeks, to include the 
distraction of Christmas and New 
Year holidays. 

“We have argued all along that a 
massive council covering all the 
disparate parts of Devon, an area four 
times the size of greater London, 


would be unwieldy and 
undemocratic. 

“Despite the latest court judgement, 
in favour of the Boundary Committee, 
earlier judgements have censured the 
Boundary Committee for its poorly 
constructed consultation process — 
Now the secretary of state is 
compounding this by allowing the 
public and councils just 24 working 
days to respond. 

“This shows the arrogance of this 
government knows no bounds. 
Throughout this process they have 
shown comtempt for the views of the 
many thousands of Devon residents 
who oppose the proposal.” 

Mrs Randall Johnson also claims 
that if the proposal is accepted, Devon 
will have the worst level of 
democratic representation in the 
country with only 100 elected 
councillors representing 740,000 
people. 

She also said that the figures used to 


calculate the amount of money that 
could be saved by having one single 
authority were out of date. 

“It has been estimated that the 
single Devon council proposal can 
save £28million after transitional 
costs of £74million are met during 
year four. From year five, the year-on- 
year savings are assumed to be 
around £19million each year,” she 
said. 

“Those figures are based on 2007 
estimates, which are way out of date 
now. 

“Good local councils working 
together is the key to success and I 
would hope that the minister — who 
has the final say on this, will think 
again before adopting this stupid 
scheme. 

“We will be taking legal advice 
consulting with our partner 
authorities on what steps we may be 
able to take in opposing this absurd 
idea.” 


Drivers warned about ice 


MOTORISTS across east Devon 
are being asked to take care 
when travelling on minor roads 
because of the icy conditions. 

Devon and Cornwall Police say 
they have had to deal with a large 
number of collisions caused by the 
freezing temperatures. 


A spokesman for the force said: 
“Icy conditions on minor roads has 
led to an increase in collisions 
throughout the day across the region. 
The police has received in excess of 
40 reports of vehicle collisions in 
one day due to the icy conditions. 
“Whilst most major roads are not 


affected, many minor and side roads 
remain icy throughout the day. With 
temperatures likely to drop below 
freezing overnight police are 
advising motorisrs to take extreme 
care on untreated roads, allow extra 
time and consider if their journey is 
absolutely necessary.”

Wildlife around 
despite the cold 

THE sun may be gleaming, lighting up the 
countryside, but as I write this column, it is 
bitterly cold. Snow is forecast and the wind is 
bearing down, straight from the Arctic. 

Little surprise then that the field in front of my office 
window is alive with constantly moving flocks of 
redwings, winter visitors from the northern Palaearctic 
regions, while mingling with them are several mistle- 
thrushes and starlings. 

Most intriguing of all, however, was to spot, a few 
days ago, a small mouse-like bird climbing the trunk of 
my apple tree in short jerky movements as it searched 
every bark crevice for insects. A tree-creeper, a little 
bird now rarely seen, its distinctive curved beak, stiff 
tail and brown and white colouring is unmistakeable. It 
is possible, of course, that tree-creepers are more 
abundant than one might suppose, for they are usually 
highly secretive. My sighting in the garden was quite 
unusual and encouraging. 

The cold weather in the east and north has also driven 
woodcock to the usually milder south-west region and I 
have had reports of several seen in recent days. If the 
ground remains frozen then they will continue to move 
westwards, even to Ireland, in search of soft ground 
where they can find their staple diet, worms. 

The latest bird reports from David Walters, covering 
the Axe estuary, notes the sighting of a black-necked 
grebe off Seaton, a rarely spotted winter migrant, while 
two black swans have joined the two whooper swans in 
the estuary. Where on earth have they come from? 
Meanwhile, a reminder to feed garden birds in this 
bitter weather. Many birds now rely almost entirely on 
man’s generosity and it is vital to provide seed and fatty 
foods in icy weather. Also don’t forget water in bird 
baths. 

The recent storms have brought some odd visitors to 
Dorset’s beaches, including six rare types of goose 
barnacle. These creatures normally drift around the 
warm oceans attached to floating debris, such as 
seaweed, driftwood or even plastic bottles. 

A grey phalarope, a wader, was also spotted feeding 
on bugs just below the water surface, not far from the 
Dorset Wildlife Trust’s Fine Foundation Marine Centre. 
This small bird is circumpolar, for it breeds in the 
Arctic but then migrates to the southern hemisphere. 
The one seen off our coast must have been blown here 
by the storms. A number of puffins and petrels, birds 
which normally feed well out to sea, have also been 
washed up dead, battered by the winds and unable to 
feed. 

The aftermath of the stormy weather is, in fact, an 
ideal time for beach-combing and, as Julie Hatcher, a 
Marine Officer with the DWT, points out, one never 
knows just what strange creatures may be washed up 
among the strandline. If you do discover a strange bird, 
fish, mollusc or whatever, take a photo and send it to the 
DWT for recording.

Meanwhile, may I wish all my readers a most jolly 
Christmas and, of course, a happy new year. Old 
traditions still maintain the festival spirit, and not least 
will be the Boxing Day meets of hounds. The Cotley 
Harriers will be foregathering in Chard and the 
Seavington Foxhounds will meet in the centre of 
Crewkerne, both at 11am. 

Last year well over 2,000 folk turned out to welcome 
the Seavington and I have little doubt that the Victoria 
Square in Crewkerne will once again be packed for this 
traditional occasion. 

It seems scarcely possible that another year has sped 
by, and let us hope that 2010 brings some peace and 
hope to a suffering world. We all deserve it.

EVERYONE is now busy with 
the run-up to Christmas — 
crowds in many of the shops, full 
car parks, Christmas cards 
dropping through the letterbox, 
Christmas productions and 
concerts in the schools, festive 
lights and house decorations, 
trees, carols playing in the shops 
and precincts, endless lists and 
preparation. 

Most of us get caught up in the 
bustle of Christmas, but what are we 
actually preparing for? Will 
Christmas 2009 be simply another 
round of parties and jollity, a break 
from routine and work? Or can we 
look beyond the commercial 
Christmas to be touched by the 
enormity of a child being born in 
Bethlehem 2000 years ago? God sent 
His Son into the world so that we 
might have new life and new hope; 
the gift of love. 

Our local towns and villages are 
often criticised for failing to portray 
the Christmas message. For many 
people every year our town-centre 
Christmas decorations and events 
seem further removed from those 
world-changing events in Bethlehem 
long ago. It is therefore good news to 
report that this year there is a film on 
circuit in local cinemas having the 
birth of Christ at the heart of it. 

Created by Catholic film director 
Debbie Isitt, Nativity! (U Certificate) 
is a family comedy that centres 
around two English primary schools 
(one state, one private) vying to stage 
the best Christmas nativity play in 
town. It gently explores themes of 
redemption, reconciliation and the 
deeper meaning of the season — 
without ever being preachy! 

It is now good to be able to report 


two visits to east Devon in the same 
month by the Bishop of Exeter. Early 
in December he came to Ottery St 
Mary to celebrate at a candlelit 
service the 750th anniversary of 
Ottery St Mary Parish Church. The 
original church was dedicated in 
1259 by Bishop Walter 
Bronescombe. 

This December’s occasion was also 
used to launch Bronescombe Beer 
which is brewed by O’ Hanlon’s 
Brewery in Whimple. 

Last Sunday morning the Bishop of 
Exeter was further east in our 
territory at Uplyme church where, in 
the presence of a large congregation, 
he welcomed and licensed the 
Reverend Gavin Tyte. Gavin will 
look after the people and churches of 
the parishes of Uplyme and 
Axmouth, and with his family will 
live at Uplyme rectory. After the 
service there was a reception at 
Uplyme Village Hall. 

As we have noted before, the 
Axminster parishes hope to be next in 
line for their vacancy to be filled. 

The Colyton Benefice, covering 
churches there and at Colyford, at 
Branscombe, Musbury and 
Southleigh, have just started on their 
work of preparing for the search for a 
new rector to succeed the Revd 
Nicholas Edwards who leaves in 
February to take over the churches of 
West Exe in the City of Exeter. As 
part of the preparations each parish 
has to elect two representatives from 
their church councils who take part in 
the selection procedure and 
appointment process. 

Before we finally leave the pre- 
Christmas season, it is of interest to 
Anglican churchgoers that the 
readings and collects for the advent 
season before Christmas provided in 



their new common worship 
lectionary are no longer linked with 
the foretelling or proclamation of 
Jesus, as recorded by the patriarchs 
and prophets in the Old Testament or 
the words of John the Baptist and 
Mary Mother of Jesus. It has also 
been noted that the traditional advent 
wreath of purple, rose and white 
candles does not seem to represent 
the new themes of the lectionary and 
prayer book. Perhaps we have 12 
months to provide an answer? 

Looking ahead to the new year it is 
traditional for the main stream 
churches to observe a Week of Prayer 
for Christian Unity in the Epiphany 
season. In the coming year this 
begins on January 18th. Like our 
previous thoughts on the advent 
season, there is again comment about 
some of the material for this week 
does not easily fit into the Anglican 
Common Worship Daily Prayer 
book. The suggestion is that the new 
material is imaginative but may not 
be easily followed in gatherings of 
different denominations, and so it 
may not cross the barrier of the 
underlying theme of doing things 
together in unity. Only time will tell! 

There are likely to be joint services 
in the churches of east Devon so do 
look out for posters and other 
information in the early days of 
January. For those who wish to see 
the material for themselves the 
booklet is titled You are Witness; 
Week of Prayer for Christian Unity 
2010; copies can be obtained from 
Norwich Books and Music at 01603 
612914 extension 1, price £1 or 
downloaded for free online from 
www.ctbi.org .uk/weekofpray er.

■THE common abbreviation for Christmas to Xmas is de¬ 
rived from the Greek alphabet. X is letter Chi, which is the 
first letter of Christ's name in the Greek alphabet. 

■ OLIVER Cromwell, banned Christmas carols in England 
between 1649 and 1660. Cromwell thought that Christ¬ 
mas should be a very solemn day so he banned carols 
and parties. The only celebration was a sermon and a 
prayer service. 

■ THE Puritans in America tried to make Thanksgiving 
Day the most important annual festival instead of Christ¬ 
mas. 

■ SILENT Night was written in 1818, by an Austrian priest 
called Joseph Mohr. He was told the day before Christmas 
that the church organ was broken and would not be re¬ 
paired in time for Christmas Eve. He was saddened by this 
and could not contemplate Christmas without music, so 
he wrote a carol that could be sung by choir to guitar 
music. He sat down and wrote three stanzas. Later that 
night the people in the little Austrian church sang "Stille 
Nacht" for the first time. 

■ ST Francis of Assisi introduced Christmas carols to for¬ 
mal church services. 

■ Telesphorus, the second Bishop of Rome (125-136 AD) 
declared that public church services should be held to 
celebrate'The Nativity of our Lord and Saviour.'ln 320 AD, 
Pope Julius I and other religious leaders specified Decem¬ 
ber 25th as the official date of the birth of Jesus Christ.

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■ DECEMBER 26th was traditionally known as St 
Stephen's Day, but is more commonly known as Boxing 
Day. This expression came about because money was col¬ 
lected in alms-boxes placed in churches during the fes¬ 
tive season. The money was then distributed to the poor 
and needy after Christmas. 

■ MELBOURNE, Australia has a sporting Boxing Day tra¬ 
dition.The Melbourne Cricket Ground hosts a Cricket test 
match. Sometimes this attracts 90,000 spectators. Cricket 
is Australia's premier Summer sport. 

■ THE first printed reference to Christmas trees 
appeared in Germany in 1531 

■ IN 1836, Alabama was the first state in the USA to 
declare Christmas a legal holiday. 

■ IN 1843, the first Christmas card was printed in 
England for Sir Henry Cole. He was a busy man who 
wanted to save time in his own Christmas letters, 
but was also interested in encouraging the ex¬ 
pansion of the postal system. A thousand 
copies of the card were sold at one shilling 
each. It was not until the 1860s that the pro¬ 
duction of cards accelerated, with cheaper 
printing methods.Then in 1870, the Post 
Office introduced a halfpenny stamp for 
sending cards. 

■ AT midnight on Christmas Eve in 
1914 firing from the German 
trenches during the First World 
War suddenly stopped. A Ger¬ 
man brass band began 
playing Christmas car¬ 
ols. Early, on Christmas 
morning, the German 
soldiers came out of their 
trenches, approaching the 
allied lines, calling 
"Merry Christmas". At 
first the allied soldiers 
thought it was a trick, 
but they soon climbed 
out of their trenches and 
shook hands with the German 
soldiers. The truce lasted a few 


days, and the men exchanged presents of cigarettes and 
plum puddings, sang carols and songs.They even played 
a game of soccer. 

■ IN 1937, the first postage stamp to commemorate 
Christmas was issued in Austria 

■ The actual gift givers are different in various countries: 

- Spain and South America: The Three Kings 

- Italy: La Befana (a kindly old witch) 

- England: Father Christmas 

- France: Pere Noel (Father Christmas) 

- Russia: In some parts - Babouschka (a grandmotherly 
figure); in other parts Grandfather Frost. 

- Germany: Christkind (angelic messenger from Jesus) 
She is a beautiful fair haired girl with a shining crown of 
candles. 

- Scandinavia: a variety of Christmas gnomes. One is 
called Julenisse 

- Holland: St Nicholas 

■ IN 1834, Queen Victoria's husband, Prince Albert 
brought the first Christmas tree to Windsor Castle 
for the Royal family. 

■ IN 1856, President Franklin Pierce decorates the 
first White House Christmas tree. 

■ IN 1907, Oklahoma became the last USA state to 
declare Christmas a legal holiday. 

■ Every year since 1947 the people in Oslo have 
given a Christmas tree to the city of Westmin¬ 
ster. The gift is an expression of goodwill and 
gratitude for Britain's help to Norway in the 
1939-1945 war. 

■ THE first American Christmas carol was 
written in 1649 by a minister named John 
de Brebeur and is called "Jesus is Born". 

■ MEXICANS call the poinsettia 
"Flower of the Holy Night" - the Holy 
Night is the Mexican way of saying 
Christmas Eve. 

■ TOM Smith who owned a 
sweet shop in London was the 
originator of the cracker. In the 
1840s Tom found that people 
liked sugar almonds, but 
while he was in France 
he discovered a variety of 
sweets wrapped up in a 
twist of paper. 

These bonbons were 
popular, so Tom de¬ 
cided to copy them. 
When Tom noticed that 
young men were buying 
them to give to their

sweethearts he began to place "love mottoes" on small 
slips of paper inside the sweet wrapping. 

In 1846Tom's thoughts turned towards Christmas - in¬ 
stead of sweets he thought he would place toys and nov¬ 
elties inside the twisted wrapping. He experimented with 
this and came up with the idea of producing a wrapping 
that could be pulled apart - the cracker as we know it 
today. 

■THE word carol is derived from the old French word car- 
oiler which derives from the Latin choraula.This itself was 
derived from the Greek choraules 

■ THE biggest selling Christmas single of all time is Bing 
Crosby's White Christmas. 

■ A GOOSE was customary Christmas fare until Henry VIII 
took it upon himself to tuck into a turkey. Mince pies 
were once shaped like mangers and are thought to date 
back to the sweetmeats formerly presented to the Vati¬ 
can on Christmas Eve. 

■ HANGING the Christmas stocking on the hearth on 
Christmas Eve in the hope that it will be filled with pres¬ 
ents the next morning is a custom that goes back about 
400 years. 

It derived from the custom in Holland of children plac¬ 
ing wooden shoes next to the hearth the night before 
the arrival of St. Nicholas. The children would fill their 
shoes with straw and food for St Nicholas's for the don¬ 
key that carried the gifts. In exchange he would leave 
them a small gift such as small cakes, fruits and other 
gifts. Stockings were substituted for the shoes in Britain, 
most of Europe and in North America. 

■ A WREATH with holly, red berries and other decora¬ 
tions began from at least the 17th century. Holly, with its 
sharply pointed leaves, symbolised the thorns in Christ's 
crown-of-thorns. Red berries symbolised the drops of 
Christ's blood. A wreath at Christmas signified a home 
that celebrated to birth of Christ.

I n my books, the perfect bird is 6.5kg- 8kg in 
weight because that's a good size to handle, 
feeds about 10 to 14 people and has better 
flavour than bigger birds. If you're buying from 
a small producer, like the lovely turkey I used 
from my mate Paul Kelly, you'll often find these 
birds come with their own cooking instruc¬ 
tions. Really good-quality birds do cook in a 
shorter time so follow the instructions if it has 
them. 

This year I'm using a flavoured butter to give 
a bit of extra love to my turkey, and this is a job 
you can do the day before. You can find my 
recipe in the Christmas issue of Jamie Maga¬ 
zine or simply make your own. Get your turkey 
and use a spoon to work your way between the 
skin and the meat.

just above the leg and work 
gently up towards the 
breastbone and towards 
the back so you create a 
large cavity. Pick up half of 
your butter and push it into 
the cavity you've created. 
Use your hands to push it 
through the skin right to 
the back so it coats the 
breast meat as evenly as 
possible. Do the same on 
the other side then rub any 
leftover butter all over the 
outside of the bird to use it 
up. If you've got any herb 
stalks left over, put them in 
the cavity of the turkey for 
added flavour as it cooks. 
Cover the turkey in cling 
film and keep in the fridge 
until you need it. 

Take your turkey out of 
the fridge a few hours be¬ 
fore you are ready to put it 
in the oven so it has time to 
come up to room tempera¬ 
ture. That flavoured butter 
will already be under the 
skin so you'll only need a 
few tweaks to finish it off. 
Halve 2 to 4 clementines 
and pop them in the cavity 
with a few more sprigs of 
fresh herbs like rosemary, 
bay and thyme. The fruit 
will steam and flavour the 
birds in a really lovely way. 
Take a sprig of fresh rose¬ 
mary, pull off the leaves at 
the bottom then spear that 
through the loose skin 
around the cavity to hold it 
together and keep it from 
shrinking back as the turkey 
cooks. 

Open up the neck cavity 
and pack as much stuffing 
as possible in there, then 
carefully pull the skin back 
over the cavity, tuck it

under the bird and pop it in 
the roasting tray. If you've 
already made your gravy 
like I've done, you won't 
need a vegetable trivet, if 
not, do that now by roughly 
chopping 2 or 3 carrots, 3 
peeled onions and 2 celery 
sticks. Preheat your oven to 
full whack and get the 
turkey in the roasting tray. 
As soon as it goes in the 
oven, immediately turn the 
heat down to 180°C/350°F/ 
gas 4. 

As a rough guide, you 
want to cook the turkey for 
about 35 to 40 minutes per 
kilogram, so a 7kg turkey 
will want about 4 to 41/2 
hours in the oven. But there 
are so many variables such 
as the sort of oven you have 
and the quality of your bird. 
Check on your turkey every 
30 minutes or so and keep 
it from drying out by bast¬ 
ing it with the lovely juices 
from the bottom of the pan. 
After 31/2 hours, remove the 
foil so the skin gets golden 



and crispy. If you are at all 
worried just stick a meat 
thermometer in the thick¬ 
est part of the breast. When 
the internal temperature 
has reached 65°C for a 
good quality bird, and 
about 82°C for a cheaper 
bird, it's ready to come out. 

Carefully put a metal 
skewer in the cavity and 


use it to lift the bird and 
angle it over the roasting 
tray so all of the juices from 
the cavity run out. Move 
the turkey to a platter then 
cover it with a double layer 
of tinfoil and 2 tea towels to 
keep it warm while it rests 
for at least 30 minutes.
